This county 
has prepared a program for $2,- 
494,875 flood rehabilitation work. 
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Cabin Damage Will 
Be Determined As 
Survey Is Started 


Extent of the damage to cabins 
in San Antonio canyon will be de- 
termined in a survey being con- 
ducted uder the direction of Wil- 
liam V. Mendenhall, supervisor of 
the Angelus Naticnal forest. Ev- 
ery cabin and site in the forestry 
area will be inspected. 

Purpose of the survey is to pro- 
vide data for recommendations as 
to how the damaged areas may 
be restored. In all cases , it was 
reported ut'most  consideratiou 
will be shown those who have had 
their cabins and leased property 
damaged. 

All informaticn collected will 
be studied at the forest supervis- 
or’s Los Angeles office before de- 
cisions are made as to reconstruc- 
tion work, The survey concerns 
only cabins on government lease 
areas and not those in certain 
privately owned sections within 
the forest boundaries. 

The study of conditions began 
at the north and west end of the 
forest and the workers will pro- 
ceed eastward, making the Camp 
Baldy area the last section to be 
covered. 

More than 500 cabins were dam- 
aged in the canyon, according to 
reports here, a big percentage of 
them being in Los Angeles county. 
Officials of the various cabin own- 
ers associations will cooperate 
with the forestry department in 
making the survey. 

An effort may also be made to 
re-establish property lines.

“Whereas, the consent of the Up- 
land elementary system has been 
given, 

“Therefore, be it resolved that 
motion No. 755 be rescinded, there- 
by continuing the ninth year in 
Upland.” 

Action of the Chaffey board is 
looked upon as highly compli- 
mentary to the Upland school sys- 
tem, executives and school teach- 
ers. It is generally known that 
Upland students rate high scho- 
lastically on the Chaffey campus, 
their early school foundation hav- 
ing a part in making this record 
possible.

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Three Countries Enjoying Prosperity 


One might be led to believe that prosperity in this country 
is in the distant future. We have been experiencing the op- 
posite condition so long that we no longer ever hear that ““pros- 
perity is just around the eorner.’’ We had a depression for 
a number of years, then following that came an ‘‘artificial pros- 
perity’’ for a year or so—cansed by unprecedented spending 
by the federal government. When there was a let-up in that 
method of bolstering up industry we almost immediately 
slumped into a ‘‘recession’’-—which we are still experiencing. 
With the promise of another vast spending program by the 
government things are expected to again pick up. 

But that is not the kind of ‘‘prosperity’’ the people of this 
country want. It costs too much—and those who must pay 
the taxes to foot the bill cannot keep on footing the bill, can- 
not forever meet continually increasing tax bills. Time was 
when such methods as those now being used were not neces- 
sary to get the country on a solid footing after a term of ‘‘hard 
times’’ and there certainly is some such plan that ean again 
be devised and put into effect. Up to this time the present ad- 
ministration has shown no evidence of having any such ability. 

The fact that there are a few nations in the world enjoy- 
ing prosperity is commented on as follows by the San Ber- 
nardino Sun: 


*“‘Despite all the easy ecatehwords, there is no reason 
to believe that Americans are any more immune to social. 
political and economic upheavals than the people of any 
other nation. This is not altogether a discouraging 
thought, for it leads not only to the sorry picture presented 
by certain foreign peoples whose fate we seek to shun but 
also away from that to the hope that some day we may 
emulate certain other nations, even to the hope that what 
is going on in the Scandinavian countries may happen here. 

“The new year has begun under happy auspices for 
Sweden, Norway and Finland, business is booming, there 
has been no difficulty in balancing the budget, in spite of 
heavily increased expenditures for social reform work un- 
employment is either insignificant or non-existent. 

“The argument may be advanced, in disparagement of 
the accomplishments of those countries, that they lie so 
far out of the potential battle line of the nations that they 
have no such money wastes for war preparations as plague 
other countries. That is not quite true, for the figures just 
compiled for Sweden show millions of dollars allotted in 
the budget for defense armaments. Nor ean it be said that 
there are in the Scandinavian countries no such avenues 
of public welfare activities down which money pours in a 
steady flood in the United States and elsewhere: it is re- 
vealed that old-age pensions alone will cost Sweden, a coun- 
try with a population of only slightly more than 6,000,000, 
the sum of $34,750,000 this year. 

‘One secret of the comparatively prosperous condition 
in these nations is simple—honest taxation, honest admin- 
istration of the government, close watch over state expend- 
itures, stoppage of waste of publie money, absence of 
sinecures, abhorrence of the practice of political dipping 
into the people’s treasury. The threatening situation in 
Europe is throwing its shadow over peace loving and busi- 
ness like Scandinavia, but at the present date the nations 
of the quiet northern corner of the continent are enjoying 
a happy state, and may serve as an object lessen, if we 
would but learn. It can happen here!’’ 

And regarding conditions in our own country, the follow- 
ing comment by Josiah W. Bailey, United States senator from 
North Carolina, is right to the point: 

“Can we go on with the old spending idea? Can we go on 
with the Treasury living on forced loans, with a publie debt of 
$38,000,000,000? Can we go on and on and on and make a 
$50,000,000,000 or $60,000,000,000 debt, and get anywhere? 1 
say we cannot.”’

US SAVINGS BONDS 


Postmaster Reports Total Sales 
Of $35,437.50—Postal | 
Receipts Jump

From Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau in Washington, O. P. 
Brady, postmaster at Upland, hag 
received reports showing that this 
city ranks eighth among all sec- 
ond clasy post offices in California 
in the amount of sales of United 
States savings bonds for the per- 
iod of one year beginning Sept. 1, 
1936, and ending Aug. 31, 1937. 
Total amount of such sales credit- 
ed to Upland is $35,437.50. Of this 
amount $35,137.50 worth of the 
bonds were sold through Mr. Brady 
at the local post office, leaving 
only $300 worth that were mail or- 
der sales, This is in wide con- 
trast to the sales of similar bonds 
in other cities, in some instances 
a major portion of the total 
amount of bonds bought having 
been secured through mail orders. 

Postmaster Brady also reports 
an excellent showing for the first 
quarter of 1938 at the local post 
office, during which period the sale 
of stamps and stamped paper ex- 
ceeded the similar period last year 
by 22.4 per cent.
